office  for  the  present  term,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  installed. 


The  issuing  of  Dispensations  in  form  has  been  dispensed 
with  in  this  Order,  and  if  you  prove  to  work  successfully  for 
ninety  days  or  more,  a  Charter  will  be  due  you  and  issued 
by  the  Supreme  Sitting.
